At present, there is an epidemic of 


lice, 
scabies, pediculosis, 
or itch, 


whichever you may call it, at Drane 
Middle School. I want to know why 
parents are not being alerted to this so 
they can check it at its earliest in- 
dication. Whey are there no efforts to 
erradicate the epidemic? Also, why are 
there no study periods provided for 
Drane students? They have both a 
playground period and a P.E. period, 
and then my child has to stay up late 
each night to get homework. 


A check of the records by school Supt. 


Mark Culwell shows that there have 
been eight cases of scabies, or itch, 
reported at Drane Middle school. 


"This rate of incidence is not ab- 


normal, nor do we consider this of 
epidemic proportion," Culwell com- 
mented. "Our teachers have been 
alerted to this situation and have been 
asked to report any suspected cases to 
the office." 


Culwell said the school nurse has also 


been alerted to the Drane cases, and is 
keeping a watch on the situation. 


As to the study halls, Culwell said 


that there are no study periods in any of 
the middle school grades. 


"We think that there are some ad- 


vantages in a child doing some lessons 
at home," he said. "Work that can be 
completed during the school day ceases 
to be homework. The playground period 
that you refer to is a 10-minute break in 
the morning and a 10-minute break in 
the afternoon. 


Where is the nearest place that takes

Corsicana is winding up the first year 


of 
the 
Community 
Development 


Program, according to Mayor Sue 
Youngblood. 


Work completed with the $300,000 


funding has been the paving of N. 21st 
St. from W. 5th Ave. to Collin; of N. 21% 
St. from W. 5th to Collin; of W. 6th Ave. 
from 20th to the existing pavement; of 
W. 1st Ave. from N. 23 Vz to N. 24th; and 
of S. 7th St. from 13th to 7th. 


Paving projects currently nearing 


completion under the first year's 
funding are E. 15th Ave. from S. 3rd to 
S. 5th; E. 16th Ave. from Hwy 75 to S. 
3rd; and S. 4th from 12th Ave. to 16th. 


Mayor Youngblood said the city this 


week has been notified that its ap- 
plication for a second year's funding of 
$250,000 has been approved. The city 
has already applied for a third year of 
funding under the program, also for 
$250,000. 


Other work done under the first year 


funding includes the demolition of sub- 
standard housing, which accounted for 
$115,000 of this year's $300,000 total. 
Also, the road to Bunert Park was 
paved and a tennis court built at that 
park and two tennis courts were added 
to Nature Park. 


I would like to know who governs the

And, the judge 
said, he urges all county employes to 
park in the lots next to the county jail, 
but it is not mandatory that employes 
park there. 


Dunn noted that the city, not the 


county, decides whether parking 
around the courthouse is parallel, 
angle, or head-in parking. 


If you can't find a parking slot next to 


the building, you can always try the two 
lots on either side of the jail — there's 
usually a space or two left in those lots.

KERENS — The Kerens City 


Council last night agreed to 
have city forces work on the 
water and sewer improvement 
project which is being funded by 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban 
Development (HUD) 


with a 
$100,000 Community 


Block Grant. 


City Secretary Kenneth Ray 


explained that by hiring two 
extra 
men and 
leasing 
a 


backhoe 
machine, the city 


should be able to do the needed 
work with its own employes. 
With the money saved, the city 
will be able to extend the 
projects, said Ray. 


OF 
THE 
$100,000 
grant, 


$95,000 is to be used for the 
water and sewer line im- 
provements, while $5,000 is to be 
used for demolition of sub- 
standard buildings. 


Ray said he had consulted 


Jack Russell, the city's grant 
coordinator, as well as HUD 
officials who all agreed that city 
forces can perform the work, 
resulting in more of the grant 
money being spent in Kerens. 


The council also adopted a 


citizens participation plan, an 
affirmative action plan and a 
fair 
housing 
resolution 
as 


required by HUD in conjunction 
with the 
Community Block 


Grant. 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, the 


council discussed the possibility 
of adding a second ground level 
water storage tank and perhaps 
buying untreated water from 
the city of Trinidad by con- 


necting to a water line that goes 
to the Nipak plant between 
Trinidad and Kerens. 


Ray 
explained 
that 
one 


ground level storage tank is 
"about half of what we need." 


Ray also noted if a water line 


was constructed to connect with 
the line that stops at Nipak, the 
untreated 
water 
could 
go 


directly into the city's water 
treatment plant. That water 
line would be just over two 
miles long, explained Ray. 


The council authorized Ray to 


contact 
Russell 
about 
the 


project. 


The council also authorized 


Ray to contact the various junk 
dealers in Kerens asking them 
to clean up their places of 
business. 


MAYOR O.R. SPURLOCK 


said that if the junk dealers do 
not comply with the city's 


request, the city will have to 
enforce an ordinance which 
requires fences to be placed 
around such businesses. 


Ray said he has had several 


complaints 
from 
residents 


recently regarding the junk 
yards. 


The council appointed Dr. 


G.H. Sanders as the city's 
health officer and agreed to 
write a letter to the Texas 
Utilities Commission opposing a 
14 per cent rate hike request by 
Gulf States Telephone Com- 
pany. 


The council also agreed to 


spend $200 to have a new radio 
base unit installed at city hall, 
and authorized Ray to in- 
vestigate the cost of purchasing 
a used pickup truck, tractor and 
trash truck from the state. 


Little action 
from executive 
sessions at NC 


Corsicana losing 220,000 


water daily

Corsicana is losing more than 


$90 a day right down the drain — 
the overflow drain at the city's 
S. 12th St. underground storage 
tank. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


told 
the 
city 
commission 


Tuesday afternoon that a leak of 
unknown origin is daily dum- 
ping 220,000 gallons of treated 
water from the storage tank 
into Town Branch. 


Figuring 220,000 gallons of 


water at the 42 cents per 
thousand gallons treating and 
delivery 
price 
quoted 
by 


Ballenger during water rate 
hearings last summer, the loss 
amounts to $92.40 every 24 
.hours, $646.80 per week and 
over $2,500 over the past 30 days 
when, according to Ballenger, 
the 
leak 
has 
worsened 


critically. 


BALLENGER SAID that, the 


four million gallon tank has 
been leaking minimally for the 
past year, but that about 30 days 
ago the situation worsened to 
the 
point 
that 
it 
is 
an 


"astronomical problem." 


The storage tank, according 


to Ballenger, is responsible for 
most of the city water supply for 
the south side of town, 
tli<: 


downtown area and most of the 
industrial district. 


The city manager 
noted, 


however, that the city can still 
provide Navarre Mills water to 
those areas of town if further 
investigation 
indicates 
Hie 


storage 
tank 
needs to 
be 


drained for repairs. 


Ballenger 
received 
com- 


mission approval Tuesday to 
take 
whatever 
measures 


necessary to discern the cause 
of the leak and remedy the 
situation. 


He said this work would 


probably begin with city crews 
this afternoon with the relief 


pumping beginning in earnest 
Thursday morning. 


Ballenger says that the city is 


facing no immediate danger 
because of the water loss, but 
that a real problem in both 
water supply and fire protection 
would have occurred if the leak 
had worsened during summer 
months. 


'CHAT'S 
ONE 
REASON 


Ballenger is eager to fix the 
problem now, though be says 
he's going to attack (he problem 
"methodically" by first finding 
out where the leak is arid why. 


The relief pumps will be used 


to pump leaking water back into 
the tank to minimize the loss *o 
the city. However, Ballenger 
says he plans to curtail pum- 
ping water into the tank from 
Lake Halbert, letting the tank 
gradually lower the water level 
through usage. 


Careful monitoring of 
the 


tanks has already revealed the 
severity 
of 
the 
leak 
and 


eliminated the water supply line 
from Lake Halbert as the cause 
of the water loss. 


Ballenger said the best thing 


to do is to "start uncovering 
pipe" and try to find the cause. 


Whi'e 
he 
says 
that 
the 


problem could be with a valve 
or a pipe, Ballenger says it is his 
opinion that the tank has a 
structural crack on the bottom. 


If this is the case, Ballenger 


says the tank will have to be 
drained, 
with 
water 
being 


pumped out from the bottom 
and top simultaneously to keep 
the pressure constant. 


WHILE THE LAKE Halbert 


delivery line has been cleared 
as the culprit in the major water 


loss, Ballenger also received 
commission approval to replace 
7,000 feet of that line, relocating 
about 500 feet from private 
property to the county road 
right-of-way. 


Ballenger reported that this 


line lias had "four major breaks 
in the last 30 days" as it crosses 
Jack McKinney's land and that 
it would be beneficial to both 
McKinney and the city to get the 
water line out of the pasture. 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube 


Jr. agreed, noting that the 
$3,000 extra 
the 
relocation 


would cost wouldn't even begin 
to touch damages if a serious 
leak developed. 


Ballenger noted that the city 


has enough money in revenue 
bonds designated for water 
transmission to cover the cost of 
the new line.

the purchase of 


some property adjacent to the 
college.

commented, "and the board 
looks over Iheir shoulder, so to 
speak. As long as everything is 
going smot'llily, I sec no reason 
for negativ votes." 


Walker, 
who 
became 


president of the college -in the 
March, 1974, also felt I he record 


reflects a prepared and con- 
fident board. 


"To rue," he said, "it means 


that the relationship between 
the administration and 
the 


board of trustees is one which 
reflects a great deal of com- 
munication 
and 
doing 
the 


proper homework so that the 
members of the board are fully 
informed before the meeting of 
all aspects concerning items on 
the 
agenda 
for 
their con- 


sideration." 


Walker pointed out that, in 


many instances, there is con- 
siderable discussion by board 
members of an item before the 
vote is taken. He illustrated his 
point by noting that work on a 
retirement plan for Navarro 
employes 
which 
would 


eliminate participation in the 
Social Security system has been 
discussed at several meetings, 
and continues to be developed, 
but has not yet been brought up 
for a final vote. He also pointed 
to the recent action of burying 
all utility lines on the campus, 
which received discussion at 
two 
board meetings before 


action was taken. 


USING 
THAT 
example, 


Walker also noted that when he 
or his staff lack expertise in an 


area under discussion, he sees 
that 
a 
consultant 
who is 


familiar with the item is present 
at the board meeting to answer 
questions from trustees. In the 
case of the utility lines, a Dallas 
electrical engineer attended the 
meeting to answer specific 
questions from board members. 


"Another factor in this is the 


fact that this board isn't making 
political 
decisions," 
Walker 


observed. "Generally, typical 
actions of the board are of such 
a non-controversial nature that 
there 
is no reason for a 


dissenting vote." 


Dawson somewhat disagreed 


with the political aspect of the 
votes, saying that he felt the 
reasons are more likely to be 
found in the make-up of the 
board and the smooth operation 
of the school. 


"The occasion for a negative 


vote is during a controversy," 
he observed, "not when things 
are 
running 
smoothly. The 


people that are on the board are 
friends; there's not a member 
who is antagonistic toward the 
college or toward the other 
board members." 


DAWSON SAID. HE has also 


served on the board of trustees 


at Baylor University for the 
past five years, and that there 
has been no dissenting votes 
during his tenure on that board, 
either. He has served on the 
Navarro board since 1946. 


Walker noted that he sends 


board members the materials 
to 
be considered 
at 
each 


meeting far enough in advance 
to give him time to call the 
members 
individually 
and 


answer any questions they have 
initially. 


The nature of those calls, 


Walker indicated, was to find 
out if board members felt the 
agenda item was "consistent" 
with current board policies and 
to answer any questions the 
board member 
might have 


about the item, a point with 
which Dawson agreed. 


Even so, he said, he doesn't 


anticipate every item to always 
receive unanimous approval 
from the board. 


"If I had recommended a tax 


increase, instead of a tax cut, 
the last time the board set the 
tax rate, you would likely have 
seen some 'no' votes," he said. 
"But when the administration 
recommends a tax cut, you 
don't expect any 'no' votes." 


DR. KENNETH WALKER, 


president of the college, would 
comment on the problem only in 
general terms because he said 
the matter is still under 
discussion by attorneys on both 
sides of the issue. 


"The college has been con- 


tacted by' an out-of-town at- 
torney alleging a claim against 
Navarro College on behalf of his 
client," Walker said. 
"The 


college 
has 
legal 
counsel 


negotiating with that attorney 
and the executive sessions have 
been for the purpose of in- 
forming 
the 
board 
of 


negotiations 
and to discuss 


alternate courses of action. 


"The 
matter . remains 


unresolved," 
he 
continued, 


"and at such a time as there is a 
final settlement or decision, 
appropriate action will be taken 
and information will be made 
public in accordance with the 
provisions of the laws governing 
such matters." 


Leighton Dawson, president 


of the college board, said he felt 
the problem is nearly resolved 
and looks for action on the 
matter to be taken in the near 
future. 


RESPONDING 
TO 
a 


question, Walker said the board 
is in full agreement and support 
of the Open Meetings Law. 


"Each member of the board 


has been furnished a copy of the 
Open Meetings Law and the 
Open Records Act. The board is 
in agreement with the prin- 
ciples of the Open Meetings and 
Open Records laws and they 
support it, agree with it, and 
intend to comply with both the 
letter and the spirit of the law." 


He noted that in almost every 


executive session, there are two 
attorneys present who are 
familiar with the restrictions of 
the 
law. 
College 
attorney 


Barbara Moe is usually present, 
Walker said, as well as board 
president Dawson, who is also 
an attorney. 


As to the lack of action 


following the sessions, Walker 
said that in some instances 
what is discussed in the sessions 
requires no formal action. 


"BOARD ACTION 
IS not 


always required from personnel 
sessions, for example, because 
the discussions can be nothing 
more than a matter of providing 
information to the board so they 
will 
know 
what 
the 
ad- 


ministration is considering and 
why with regard to a specific 
individual," he explained. 


One example he used was in 


the 
case 
of 
employe 


resignations. 
In such cases, 


Walker explained, the board is 
told the reason the employe 
gave for resigning, but those 
reasons are not made public 
when the resignation is an- 
nounced. 


The real estate sessions, he 


said, are held behind closed 
doors to protect the taxpayers, 
not the administration or board. 


"As provided for in the law, 


we discuss contemplated real 
estate purchases in executive 
session so that some other 
enterprising 
person 
doesn't 


rush out and buy the property 
we are seeking and then sell it 
back to the college at an inflated 
price," Walker said.

Corsicana State Home's history rates a marker

The Corsicana State Home 


was originally known as the 
State Orphan Asylum. It was 
created by an act of the 20th 
Legislature in 1887. 


In the report of the Board of 


Trustees of the State Orphan 
Asylum from Jan. 1,1895 to Jan. 
1, 1897, the board of managers 
recommended that the name of 
the institution be changed from 
State Orphan Asylum to State 
Orphan Home "as we think that 
it would impress upon the 
children more strongly the idea 
that it is a home." 


The name State Orphan Home 


was used until 1957 when the 
55th Legislature created the 
Texas 
Youth 
Council 
and 


changed the name to Corsicana 
State Home. 


On April 4, 1887, Senate Bill 


261 providing for the establish- 
ment of an orphan asylum for 
the maintenance of indigent 
orphan children under 14 years 
of age within Texas was signed 


The first students were received 
at the State Orphan Asylum on 


July 15, 1889. 


into law. 


THE BILL STATED that "the 


governor shall appoint three 
commissioners, who shall select 
the site for said asylum with 
references to accessibility by 
railroad, health and fertility of 
soil; competition shall be in- 
vented by the different towns in 
this state for the location of this 
asylum, 
and 
the 
com- 


missioners, 
hereinafter 


provided, 
shall 
invite 
such 


competition 
through 
such 


means as they may deem best, 
reserving the right to reject any 
or all bids for the location of the 
same." 


The activities of the com- 


missioners 
appointed 
by 


Governor L.D. Ross toward 
selection of a site for the Cor- 
sicana Orphan Asylum are not 
known. On Oct. 7,1887, page one 
of 
the 
CORSICANA 
OB- 


SERVOR carried the news that 
the new State Orphan Asylum 
would be located in Corsicana. 
As many as 19 other towns, 
including 
San 
Antonio 
and' 


Austin, tried to get the home 
located in their town. To get the 
home located in Corsicana, the 


citizens of Corsicana bought 
and gave approximately 226 
acres of land. 


THE 
FIRST 
STUDENTS 


were received at the State 
Orphan Asylum on July 15,1889. 
In the First Annual Report of 
the Managers 
and Superin- 


tendent of the State Orphan 
Asylum, covering June 15,1889 - 
Oct. 31, 1890, Supt. James C. 
Gaither reported to Governor 
Hogg that 60 children had been 
received; four were returned to 
friends and two ran away; 
leaving 54 students -in 
the 


Asylum on Nov. 1, 1890. Of this 
number 31 were girls. 


During the first years of its 


existence the institution was not 
under the wing of an ad- 
ministrative agency, but was 
independent, subject 
to the 


governor. Annual reports were 
made to the governor. 


When the Board of Control 


was created in 1919 out of what 
had been the State Purchasing 
Agency, it 
was

Ennis jail remodeled 


ENNIS — Recently the Ennis 


police 
department has 
up- 


graded and re-modeled it's jail 
facilities: 
"The 
new 
ac- 


comodations will make our jail 
a bit nicer," said Police Chief 
R.C. Coleman, "but not so nice 
that people will want to stay." 


The jail remodeling consits of 


cleaner cells with new bedding, 
and freshly painted walls. The 
walls have been freshly painted 
because of prisoners attempting 
to escape and writing graffiti. 


Coleman said, "You would be 
suprised what a prisoner can do 
with his hands along in trying to 
escape or just to be disruptive." 


The city jail is located under 


the police administration office 
in 
downtown Ennis. 
Ennis 


handles 
an 
average 
of 50 


prisoners 
during a 
month. 


Arrests range from DWI's and 
disorderly conducts to other 
serious offenses. 


The jail is well-staffed, well- 


heated and cooled, and stays 
locked up tight, according to 
Coleman. The remodeling in- 


cludes a new lock system uf 
which one key fits all the 
locking mechanisms and is kept 
only by the dispatcher.

THE 
HOME 
REMAINED 


under the supervision of the 
Board of Control until Sept. 1, 
1949. 
By 1949, the Board of 


Control had a long list of state 
institutions 
under 
its 
ad- 


ministration. The Legislature 
then created the State Board of 
Hospitals and Special Schools 
and the Youth Development 
Council. At this time the State 
Orphan Home was transferred 
from the Board of Control to the 
State Board of Hospitals and 
Special Schools. 


This arrangement continued 


until 1957 when the Youth 
Development 
Council 
was 


reorganized as the Texas Youth 
Council. The same piece of 
legislation not only changed the 
name from State Orphan Home 
to Corsicana State Home, but 
also placed the home under the 
Texas Youth Council. 


The growth and changes of 


the Corsicana State Home has 
numerous significant points and 
is full of historical interests. 
Information about the earliest 
physical plant is sketchy. The 
home, of course, had some sort 
of physical plant when it opened 
in 1889, but early reports of the 
board and superintendent to the 
governor do not describe the 
facilities. 


THE FIRST REPORT 
did 


give a detailed report on the 
farming operation, stating that 
the home had 20 acres of corn, 
35 acres of cotton, five acres of 


millet, two acres of sorghum, 
two acres of garden vegetables, 
20 acres in orchard, 15 acres in 
forest and 3,000 ornamental 
trees and scrubs. 


The report to the governor 


covering the period from Feb. 2, 
1899 - Aug. 31, 1900, states that 
funds were appropriated for a 
broom 
factory, 
a 
canning 


factory, and a sorghum mill, all 
being needed for the operation 
of a home with 400 students. 


In the Biennial Report to the 


governor dated May 1, 1911 - 
Aug. 
31, 1912, the 
superin- 


tendent reported that a boys' 
dormitory had been destroyed 
by fire the previous February, 
and that the legislature had 
approved $50,000 for a new 
dormitory that would be ready 
in January. The report did not 
state if this building was to be of 
brick or frame construction. 


A picture taken of home 


students on June 10,1914, hangs 
in the business office at the 
home. 
Predominate 
in 
the 


picture is a long two-story brick 
building. It might be assumed 
that this is the boys' dormitory 
that was built to replace the one 
destroyed by fire. This building 
was razed about 1950. 


THE 32ND LEGISLATURE

Opportunity, and Community 
Partnership Act of 1974. 


The 
full-day 
program 
is 


providing full day services for 
105 children from low-income 
families to allow the mother- 
parent to be employed. These 
services include an educational 
program; 
nutrition, medical 


and dental services; parent 
involvement in the program and 
in some cases employment 
within the program; and .special 
activities 
to 
broaden 
the 


children's knowledge of their 
environment. Seven full day 
classes are conducted in five 
centers. 


The part-day Head Start 


program provides classroom 
activity once a week for 60 
children 
from 
low-income 


families and training in the 
home the remainder of the time. 
The program works with both 
child and parent to improve the 
child's development education.

Old fire station gets historical marker

The 
first 
volunteer 
fire 


department in Corsicana was 
organized Dec. 29, 1879 with J. 
J. Strupper as chief and Abe 
Mulky as assistant chief. 


The department obtained a 


charter under the name of 
Corsicana Hose Company No. 1, 
and 
the 
department 
was 


equipped with buckets and 
ropes. Later a hand pump 
pulled by two horses was 
acquired. This pump took four 
men to operate it. 


The Corsicana Volunteer Fire 


Department 
was 
organized 


after a group of civic minded 
merchants met Sept. 13,1879, to 
discuss the creation of a fire 
department. 
. Those men included N. J. 
Mills, C. N. Winkler, A. J. 
Robins, A. M. Wilson, S. F. 
Starley, James Garitty, J. M. 
Eainwater, Miller Tarder, A. 
Ferguson, R. P. Goodman, J. 


W. Rogers, Stephen Smith, J. P. 
Vance, J. Y. Bates, C. W. 
Jester, J. J. Strupper, J. B. 
Stephens, F. W. Carruthers, C. 
H. Allyn, J. B. Stiteler, C. L. 
Fewell, A. Fox, C. C. Marshall, 
U. M. Lee, and six men only 
known by their last names, 
Darne, Johnson, Kansler, Cerf, 
Raphael and Mallory. 


Prior to the organization of a 


volunteer 
fire 
department, 


Corsicana's only means of fire 
protection 
was underground 


cisterns at the street crossings. 


FIRE STATION No. 2 was 


built in 1902 and used by the 
volunteer fire department until 
1924. Located at 1101 W. 5th 
Avenue and presently occupied 
by The Sketch Box, it is the only 
building still standing symbolic 
of the firefighters who protected 
Corsicana for 45 years. 


The Corsicana Fire Depart- 


ment used the fire station from 
1924 to 1926, and 
property 


ownership since then has in- 
cluded 
C. A. Mullens, M. 


Wallace and present owners 
Royce and Betty Graham. 


During 
the 
45 years of 


existence, the volunteer fire 
department 
had 
no 
class 


distinction. Each man was to do 
his duty. 


In 1892 F. N. Drane was chief. 


He obtained from the city a new 
fire engine, one hook and ladder 
and 
two 
two-horse 
drawn 


carriages and six horses. He 


also acquired from the city a 
new building to be used to house 
the department. He bought 2,300 
feet of hose as well as a sound 
alarm bell. 


WHILE 
DRANE 
WAS 


CHIEF, he realized a need for 
an extended water supply and 
deep wells were bored with hot 
mineral water found at a depth 
of 2,200 feet. This greatly in- 
creased the water supply for 
fire protection and aided the 16 
volunteer firemen in 
their 


firefighting duties. 


According to W. P. Murchison 


in his MAYORS HISTORY, the 
firebell was big enough and loud 
enough to summon all the 
volunteer firefighters in Cor- 
sicana. 
When 
the 
firebell 


sounded, it was customary to 
ask the telephone 
operator 


where the fire was, and she 
would always oblige, whether it 
was for a firefighter or just a 
curious citizen. 


During the time the volunteer 


fire department protected the 
citizens 
of 
Corsicana, 
the 


firefighters were entirely in- 
dependent of the city. The fire 
trucks were horse drawn, and in 
many cases, the horses were 
individually 
owned by 
the 


firemen. 


EACH 
YEAR 
AROUND 


DECEMBER there would be a 
fireman's ball. Each fireman 
was allotted a certain number 


of tickets to sell, and the ball 
proved to be a great annual 
social event for Corsicana. 
After the expenses of the ball 
were paid, all the money left 
over went into a general fund 
for the fire department. 


In 1924, the present 
fire 


department was organized and 
the city went to an all paid 
department. The firebell alarm 
was 
discontinued 
and 
an 


electric alarm 
system was 


installed. The wood burning 
pumpers were discarded and 
replaced with an automobile 
truck pumper. 


In 1926 the hook and ladder 


companies were disbanded and 
the present system was begun. 
The men worked 12 straight 
days and had the 13th day off. 


In 1943 they worked seven 


days and had off the eighth. In 
1946 they would work two days, 
have off the third, then work for 
three days and have off the 
fourth. In 1953, the shifts were 
changed to work 24 hours and 
then off 24 hours. 


In 1974 the present routine 


was established. The depart- 
ment went to a three platoon 
system, working 24 hours and 
off 48 hours. The department 
has three shifts with two station 
commanders on each shift. The 
present department is staffed 
with 34 men. 


BESIDES 
THE 
EQUIP- 


MENT already named the 


department 
has 
acquired 


several other pieces throughout 
the years. In 1913 the depart- 
ment purchased a combustion 
pump and hose wagon. In 1923 
the department operated with a 
12-cylinder Packard with hose 
wagon and carried two 35-gallon 
chemical tanks. 


In 1926 the equipment con- 


sisted of a 1914 American- 
LaFrance chain driven pump 
with solid rear wheels. A 1917 
Cadillac hook and ladder with 
wagon type wheels was also in 
operation, as well as a 1923 
American-LaFrance 
chain 


driven pump with two-wheel 
mechanical brakes and a 1923 
Studebaker 
which 
carried 


chemical and water buckets. In 
1926 the department also pur- 
chased a chemical and hose 
Studebaker which carried a 150 
gallon booster tank with booster 
pump. It worked on power take 
off and carried 1,000 feet of 
hose. 


IN 1927 THE DEPARTMENT 


purchased another Studebaker 
like the one above and also a 
straight 8 Studebaker coupe for 
the chief's car. 


In 1929 a 750 GPM American- 


LaFrance pumper was pur- 
chased. Also in the same year 
an American-LaFrance 
hook 


and ladder was bought. 


One of the first major fires 


fought after the organization of 
a paid department was July 2,

1929, when at 8:35 a.m. an 
alarm was turned in from the 
Rosenburg Hotel in downtown 
Corsicana. Firemen answered 
the alarm and found the hotel 
engulfed 
with 
smoke 
and 


flames. The fire seemed to have 
begun in a third floor bedroom, 
and the fire marshal thought a 
cigaret might have ignited the 
blaze. 


ONE FIREMAN WAS IN- 


JURED as he tried to help a 
resident out of the burning 
building. The woman, who had 
gone back to her room to save 
some 
of 
her 
belongings, 


grabbed an electrical 
cored 


which had shorted out. She was 
standing out on the balcony and 
as the fireman tried to rescue 
her, the electrical current from 
her body apparently passed 
through him. 


The hotel manager estimated 


the damage to the building in 
the neighborhood of $50,000. 
Several businesses around the 
hotel 
suffered

damage when a large portion of

surrounding buidlings. 


Even though firemen were 


handicapped by a lack of water 
pressure, the blaze was brought 
under control in a matter of 
hours. 


Hay storage becoming more 
diversified

The day of the conventional 


hay 
bale 
may 
be 
over. 


Throughout Navarro County 
sits stacks of hay that has been 
cut, rak i, rolled or stacked, 
but usual not tied. 


Technology has brought to the 


average farmer three different 
ways of storing hay. These are 
the recently introduced round 
bale, the hay stacks, and the 
conventional tie bale. 


The round bale which was 


introduced about two years ago 
has now reached wide ac- 
ceptance in Navarro County. 
These bales will usually last 
from one to two years depen- 
ding on how the farmer feeds. 


Another common type hay 


storage seen throughout the 
county is the large bread loaf- 
looking hay 
stacks. 
These 


stacks are also convenience to 
the rancher and rancher and 
are , stored outdoors in long 
rows. 


The acceptance of this type of 


hay bailing has become wide 
spread. The type of bailing that 
is best depends on the type and 


size of operation, says County 
Extension Agent John Kincaid. 
For a small farm operator the 
round bale has become popular 
because of storage and con- 
venience in feeding. 


Along with this, comes con- 


venience in the cost of the labor. 
A small operator can handle 
and manuever the round bale 
himself with a mimimal amount 
of equipment. This in the long 
run will save him money, says 
Kincaid. The small operator 
can make a round bale tran- 
sporter for less than $500 using 
his own farm shop equipment. 


Recently, the price of labor 


for producing, moving and 
storing the conventional hay 
bale has increased. Where at 
one time labor received 15 to 20 
cents a bale for hauling and 
storing, it has now risen to 65 to 
75 cents, one reason the farmer 
and rancher prefer to handle it 
themselves. 


The large hay stack system is 


used primarily by the larger 
ranchers 
or 
big 
cattle 


operators. Using the large stack 
systems are also many ran- 
chers who buy the equipment,

feed their own livestock and do 
commei-cicil stacking on the 
side to off set the equipment 
cost. 


Weather has always effected 


the farmer and his hay. The 
conventional 
bale 
always 


needed to be placed in storage 
within a few days after being 
bailed before rain or moisture 
could ruin it. By using the round 


bale, a rancher can leave the 
bales outdoors for at least two 
years. This also can be said for 
the stack system. 


Although rain will penetrate 


the round bales and give an 
appearance of rot on the out- 
side, the inside of the bale stays 
as good as the day it was baled. 


The 
rotted 
outside 
ap- 


pearance of the bale will extend 


only about five to six inches 
inside the bale. This eventually 
acts as a rain and weather 
repellant, and the rain water 
will run off. 


But, there can be loss if the 


hay is not fed right. By feeding 
right a rancher can eliminate 35 
to 50 per cent loss. To prevent 
loss a feeding rack system 
should be used. If the bale is 


unrolled and allowed to stay on 
the ground, cattle will tromp the 
hay into the mud. The rack 
system keeps the hay clean and 
dry so the cattle usually can eat 
almost all of it. 


The rack system also reduces 


the risk of loosing small calves. 
Cattle can eat the hay stacks 
into a mushroom shape or eat 
hole into the stack. Calves will 
enter the hole to nobble and the 
stack could fall in on it causing 
the calf to smother. 


"The round bale and the hay 


stacker will continue to be in 
use for a long way down the 
road," said Kincaid. "But a 
speculation on what is around 
the 
corner 
could 
be 
hay 


cubing." 


"The hay cubing process is 


very evident in West Texas and 
in the irrigated areas of Texas, 
New Mexico, and El Paso 
Valley. For a farmer who has a 
6,000 acre 
spread 
in 
the 


irrigated area, there really isn't 
any other way to go," Kincaid 
said. "Alfalfa hay cubing has 
been in use since 1966 in the El 
Paso Valley."

The cubing 
process seems a lot easier to 
store and more convenient to 
feed.

"It all depends on the size of 


the farmer's operation said 
Kincaid, "Both the round bale 
and the stack systems are here 
to stay..It depends on what each 
farmer likes and the amount of 
the ingenuity applied."

Cells for more than one 
inmate must have at least 40 
square feet for the first inmate 
plus 18 square feet of clear floor 
space for each additional in- 
mate. 


The commission said the 


purpose of the single cell is to 
separate certain classes of 
prisoners from others.
